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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed August 17, 2009 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. 

2. The Examiner has invoked rule 37 CFR 1 .126, and renumbered the claims 
consecutively in the order in which they appear. In reference to the claims filed August 
17, 2009, claims 41 and 42 have been renumbered as 40 and 41 . 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The prior art when taken separately or 
combined fails to teach and/or show a light control film as set forth in Claims 12 and 32 
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having a rough surface and a substantially smooth surface wherein total light 
transmission of the film for light from the smooth surface is not more than 65%, total 
light transmission of the film for light entering from the rough surface is not less than 
80%, and a value obtained by subtracting the total light transmission from smooth 
surface incidence from the total light transmission for rough surface incidence is not less 
than 30% total light transmission.
